pneumonia, and two physicians certi- 
fied to District Attorney Jerome that 
iier condition was very serious. Bol- 
ton later returned to the jury box. 


Dr. Britton D. Evans, superinten- 


dent of the state hospital for the in- 
sane at Morris Plains, X. J., conclud- 
ed his direct examination, and Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome reserved the 
right to cross-question the expert at 
a later stage of the trial. Dr. Evans 
detailed the results of his various ex- 
aminations and physical tests in his 
visits to the defendant following the 
tragedy. He declared that there was 
a depression in the back of Thaw'3 
head of a most unusual character. "I 
am unable to state its significance," 
declared the witness, "for the reason 
that I never saw anything like it be- 
fore." Evans also said that Thaw's 
pulse action was the most extraordi- 
nary he had ever encountered. 
The 


pulse would change beats four times 
within one minute, the variance be- 
Ingr frwn 12 to 24 beats. The pulse 
indicated, ,fee said, that the sympa- 
thetic nervous system was seriously 
at fault. Dr. Evans declared finally 
that he found no tracel of drug habits 
nor any tremors characteristic of ex- 
cessive indulgence in intoxicants. He 
took occasion to say that he felt it 
was extremely unfair to him as a phy- 
sician to require him to separate his 
physical examination of the defendant 
from the questions and answers as to 
his mental processes, 
He was inter- 


rupted by both Mr. Jerome and Mr. 
Delmas, and Justice Fitzgerald said: 
Will you kindly confine yourself to 
answering questions and not giving 
expressions of opinion. There is some 
limitation even to the province of an 
expert." 


Dr. John T. Deemar of Kittanning, 


Pa., was recalled to the stand and 
asked to state what he knew of the 
mental condition of John Ross, a first 
cousin of Harry Thaw. Mr. Jerome 
objected to the question on the 
ground that the relationship was too 
remote to permit the drawing of de- 
ductions as to hereditary insanity.

der the guise of a police regulation, 
looking to the preservation of public 
morals, license the saloon business? 


"It is the settled law of the land 


that any occupation that

and inherently endangers the health, 
peace, safety, morals and welfare of 
the people is unlawful and a public 
nuisance. 


"In the absence of a license, 
the 


police power of the state regards any 
business, the inherent character, ten- 
dency and effect of which is to de- 
stroy the public health, the

moral and unlawful. The legislature 
of Indiana has enacted its condemna- 
tion of the business by requiring that 
the nature of alcoholic 
drinks and

"It must be held that the state can-

Is Now On 


Washington, Feb. 14.—An amicable 


adjustment of the Japanese question 
now rests' -with congress. If 
the 


amendment to the immigration bill 
that was proposed by the president, 
through Secretary Elihu Root, exclud 
ing foreigners who use their passports 
to secure admission to the United 
States "to the detriment of labor con- 
ditions of this country" is accepted 
by the senate and house, and the im- 
migration bill is passed at this session 
of congress, the San Francisco board 
of education will rescind its order es- 
tablishing oriental schools in that city. 
Mayor Schmitz and his associates 
had a conference with the president, 
and assured Mr. Roosevelt that the 
amendment to the immigration bill 
was entirely satisfactory to them. 
Secretary Root participated in the 
conference and made a report on his 
negotiations with the Republican leaa- 
rs in congress and the Japanese am- 
bassador. 


Another conference will be held at 


the White House Friday, and in the 
meantime President Roosevelt hopes 
to be able to give Mayor Schmitz and 
his associates assurance that the im- 
migration bill, including the exclusion 
amendment, will be passed at this ses- 
sion of congress. 


The bill for establishment of an agri- 


cultural bank in the Philippines was 
taken up Ly the senate at the sugges- 
tion of Senator Lodge. After it had 
been read and the senate amendments 
agreed to, Senator McCreary of Ken- 
tucky offered as an amendment to the 
measure the Philippine tariff bill as 
it passed the house at the last session. 
Mr. Lodge endeavored to withdraw 
the bank bill, saying that the tariff 
amendment would be fatal to it. This 
Mr. McCreary, who had taken the 
floor to address himself to this amend- 
ment, would not permit. He declined 
to yield to Mr. Lodge, and expressed 
surprise that a measure which had re- 
ceived such hearty approval by the 
president and the secretary of war 
should be met with such opposition 
by Republican senate leaders. Mr. 
Lodge attempted to say that he was 
as much in favor of reducing the tar- 
iff o» Philippine products as anyone, 
but that the constitution required that 
a tariff measure should be a house 
bill, and to put the proposed tariff 
measure on the bank bill would make 
It a senate bill, and therefore uncon- 
stitutional. It would only result in 
killing both measures. Mr. McCreary 
denied the assertion. After further 
discussion,consideration of theamend- 
ment went over.
